The National Drink 


Yesterday Judge McKeown was call­ 
ed upon to pass on some much moot­ 
ed points raised by Sheriff Tom Smith 
in a suit to compel the county com­ 
missioners to pay several hundred 
dollars in fees which Smith claimed 
he was entitled to. 
The sheriff contended that the stat­ 
ute allowed ten cents per mile to an 
officer above his necessary traveling 
expenses, for bringing fugitives in. He 
also contended that the statute a1 
lo\yed an officer $1.50 per day for at­ 
tending courts of record. Under ad 
vice of County Attorney WI rn bish the 
commissioners had always refused to 
allow these claims and an appeal 
''a s taken to the district court. 
Judge McKeown held that an offi­ 
cer was entitled to the ten cents 
per mile only when the arrest was 
made in this state on demand of the 
state from which the fugitive had es­ 
caped and that it did not apply to 
one who had fled from Oklahoma and 
was brought back by an officer of this 
state. In a case of that kind the court 
ruled that the officer should be al­ 
lowed 
his necessary expenses and 
$3.00 per day. 
In the other question he upheld 
the contention of the county attor­ 
ney that the $1.50 per day applied 
only to such times as court was act­ 
ually in session and n ^ o th e r times. 
T he sheriff contended B it the coun­ 
ty court was constructively in ses­ 
sion at all times, and that bringing 
a prisoner before the judge const!-* 
tilted a day’s attendance.

had the option on 640 acres of land, 
occupying a commanding view of Ok­ 
lahoma City, and, indeed, being the 
highest point on the Santa Fe raiL 
road between Kansas City and Gal­ 
veston. This land has I*en and is 
being sold, and the proceeds 'invest­ 
ed in buildings, equipment and ep; 
dowment of what is proposed shall 
be one of the 
strongest, 
highest- 
grade 
educational 
institutions 
for 
young ladies in the Southwest. The 
main building is now half way up, 
and the contract will be let right 
away, it is announced, for tw o dormi­ 
tories, so that they will be ready for 
occupancy1 when students arrive in 
September. 
Convenient 
communica­ 
tion with the city is afforded by both 
steam and electric railroads. Okla­ 
homa City’s natural gas main runs 
through 
the 
college grounds. 
The 
institution has many natural advan­ 
tages. Its plans have been conceiv­ 
ed and are being 
executed 
on 
a 
scale vv orthy of bhe men, the great 
denomination, the great state that 
are behind it. 
The dominating spirit of this mag­ 
nificent enterprise from the begin­ 
ning has been Rev. Dr. *N. L. Line- 
baugh, and it is very befitting .there­ 
fore that he should be elected to the 
presidency of the institution, as has 
just been done. Dr. Linebaugh is not 
a novice in educational work. During 
Governor Haskell’s adm inistration he 
has been one of the most useful mem 
hers of the Board of Regents of the 
I Diversity of Oklahoma.
